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OBSERVATIONS  ON 


VACCINATION. 


From  tlie  different  modes  of  applying  the  laneet  in  Inoculation,  some 
little  varieties  in  the  appearance  of  the  pock,  and  some  little  difference  in 
the  time  of  the  appearances,  are  produced. 

If  the  inoculation  be  effected  by  an  extremely  slight,  superficial  punc- 
ture, a small  red  spot  is  produced,  which,  for  three  or  four  days,  will  only 
have  the  appearance  of  the  bite  of  some  small  insect.  At  the  end  of  a 
week,  there  will  generally  be  only  the  appearance  of  a small  vesicle ; and 
the  pock  will  be  a day  or  two  later  than  usual  in  the  exhibition  of  all  its 
different  appearances. 

1 he  pock,  through  all  its  stages,  will  preserve  a circular  form,  spherical 
or  orbicular  in  the  beginning,  but,  as  it  acquires  its  full  dimensions,  be- 
coming flattened,  and  even  hollow  or  depressed,  on  its  summit.  At  this 
period  the  pock,  at  its  circumference,  is  generally  considerably  elevated; 
sometimes,  even,  in  a small  degree  overhanging 'its  basis.  But  it  some- 
time^  happens,  that,  under  the  characteristic  inflammation,  the  tumified, 
indurated  part,  surrounding  the  pock,  is  almost,  or  altogether,  as  much 
elevated  as  the  margin  of  the  pock,  which  then  resembles  a circular  plane 
or  depression,  on  the  elevated,  inflamed,  indurated  areola. 

If,^on  application  of  the  lancet,  any  considerable  incision  be  made,  the 
pock,  in  its  circumference,  puts  qji  a shape  corresponding  with  the  form  of 
the  surface  of  the  cutis,  which  had  been  denuded,  or  had  the  cuticle  sepa- 
rated from  it  in  the  inoculation. 

In  the  central  part  of  the  pock  a slight  ulceration  and  formation  of  pus 
takes  place;  so  that  the  continuity  of  cells,  which  constitutes  the  structure 
of  the  pock,  instead  of  forming  a spheroidal  congeries,  takes  on  an  annu- 
lar form,  surrounchng  the  drop,  and  sometimes  more  deeply-seated  mass 
of  pus  in  the  centre,  produced  by  the  wound  from  the  lancet,  at  the  time 
of  the  inoculation. 

Round  the  pock,  there  is,  from  an  early  period,  a slight  appearance  of 
inflammation,  which,  on  the  circulation  being  quickened,  exhibits  the  ap- 
pearance of  a throbbing,  synchronous  with  the  pulsations  of  the  arteries 
producing  it;  but  which  is  unaccompanied  with  pain;  and,  when  about  the 
tenth  day  of  the  inoculation,  the  disease  is  at  its  height,  this  efflorescence 
or  erythematous  inflammation,  forms  a distinct  kind  of  halo,  or  areola, 
which,  in  Europeans,  is  of  a red  or  crimson  tint;  but  which,  in  Blacks 
and  people  of  colour,  is  simply  of  a darker  hue  than  their  own  complexions. 

This  characteristic  induration,  which  is  always  accompanied  with  a de- 
gree of  symptomatic  fever,  seems  the  most  infallible  criterion  of  the  vacci- 
nation being  complete,  as  it  takes  place  whetherthepock  have  been  preserved 
whole,  or  have  been  ruptured  during  its  progress ; and  though,  after  its 
passing  away,  the  pock  is  generally  converted  into  a firm,  peculiar  kind  of 
crust  or  scab,  of  a dark  brown  colour,  the  changes  of  the  pock  beginning 
at  its  centre ; yet, 

it  sometimes  happens,  from  the  matter  of  the  pock  having  been 

freely  discharged,  that  the  characteristic  crust  is  of  a diminished  size,  and 
of  a colour  less  intensely  dark  ; 

it  sometimes  happens  that,  from  violence  done  to  the  pock,  this 

crust  is  altogether  prevented,  and  ulceration  takes  place  ; 

it  sometimes  happens,  when  the  vaccine  effect  has  passed  away, 

(the  areola  disappeared,)  that  the  pock,  instead  of  dry  ing  and  hardening 
into  any  thing  like  the  pecubar  crust  or  scab,  has  the  character  of  some 
previously  existing  eruption  determined  to  the  part,  and  becomes  infirm, 
or  of  loose  texture,  light-coloured  and  of  irregular  form,  like  a portion  of 
concreted  pus,  whereby  the  previous  eruption  is  often  carried  off.  By  a 
discharge  from  the  part  at  such  a time,  other  complaints  arc  sometimes 
removed,  as  the  excessive  intolerance  of  light  with  which  weak-eyed 
children  are  tormented,  discharges  from  the  ears,  &c. 

Under  all  these  different  appearances,  the  characteristic  inflammation 
having  previously  had  place,  the  protection  is  complete. — J.  W.

'While  Doctor  Jenner  was  solicitously  occupied  in  liis  researches  on  Hie  Cow-pock  in  the 
miry  farms  in  Gloucestershire,  the  heretofore  I'hysician  of  the  Small-pox  Hospital,  Doctor 
nster,  and  the  late  Henry  Cline,  his  colleague  in  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital,  Southwark,  applied 
oe  matter  which  he  sent  theitt  to  town,  and  were  assnred  of  its  eflicacy  hy  repeated, 
i ihseqnent,  inefifectual  elTorts  to  produce  ihe  Small-pox  on  the  patient  to  whom  they  had 
i'Ppited  it. 

The  Minutes  of  the  last  G-eneral  Court  were  read  and  approved. 
The  Minutes  of  the  Board  of  Managers  were  read  and  confirmed. 

The  Annual  Report  was  read,  approved,  and  ordered  to  be  print- 
xid,  under  the  direction  of  the  Managers. 
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REPORT. 

{t  were  an  unpardonable  breach  of  trust  in  a public 
harity,  to  subject  the  objects  of  it,  without  their 
iwn  consent,  to  the  experimental  application  of  un- 
certain or  hazardous  remedies. 

The  first  application  of  Vaccination,  the  Great 
Prophylactic  against  the  Small-pox,  in  our  Metro- 
Dolis,  which  now  diffuses  consolation  to  every  land, 
iwas  made  by  Doctor  Lister  and  the  late  Mr.  Cline, 
the  excellent  friends  of  Doctor  Jenner  in  private 
practice.  Here  they  had  the  opportunity  of  exciting 
the  cheering  hopes  of  the  relatives,  as  they  after- 
wards confirmed  their  assurance  of  the  protection 
being  complete,  although  the  wondering  relatives 
bad  not  been  able  to  detect  any  derangement  of 
health  in  the  subject  during  the  process  of  vaccina- 
tion. 

This  remark  on  the  honourable  conduct  of  medical  characters 
holding  public  places  of  the  highest  possible  trust,  may  be  par- 
ticularly seasonable  at  a time  when  the  question  of  their  being  duly 
supplied  with  anatomical  subjects  in  their  professional  pursuits,  has 


become  a matter  of  deliberation  with  the  Legislature,  and  the  pub- 
lic mind  has  become  so  extremely  agitated  on  the  furtive  and  bur- 
glarious method  of  obtaining  them,  as  to  attempt  to  lumber  the 
burying-grounds  with  patent  or  iron  coffins,  for  the  securing  the 
remains  of  their  friends  in  the  silent  grave.  It  is  important  that 
the  public  should  know,  while  their  prejudices  run  so  high  against 
the  mutilations  of  the  remains  of  their  friends,  which  royal  corpses 
have  been  long  subject  to,  that  while  the  men  filling  the  places  in 
Hospitals  of  the  highest  .possible  trust,  acquit  themselves  so  well 
towards  the  living,  the  Stewards  of  tlie  Hospitals  take  care  to  secure 
the  interment  of  the  patients  who  die,  however  importunate  the 
medical  staff  and  the  students  may  be  to  have  them  sent  to  the 
anatomical  theatre  or  dissecting  table.  That  the  medical  staff  of  a 
public  Hospital  hold  the  highest  possible  trust  in  the  complicated 
fabric  of  Society,  will  appear  evident,  when  it  is  considered  that 
the  lives  and  health  of  the  working  part  of  the  community  con- 
stantly fall  under  their  care.*  It  belongs  to  the  supporters  of  these 
charities  to  elect  the  medical  officers  to  their  important  charge } and 
formerly,  by  favouritism,  and  the  making  of  new  subscribers,  in- 
competent functionaries  might  be  elected : in  later  times  such 
legislative  regulations  have  been  adopted  against  irregular  practi- 
tioners, that  no  combination  of  individuals,  however  numerous  or 
wealthy,  can  bring  in  a candidate,  pharmacian,  surgeon,  or  physi- 
cian, who  has  not  passed  the  authorized  tribunals  of  Pall  Mall, 
Lincoln's  Inn  Fields,  or  of  the  Pharmaceutic  Hall,  by  Doctors’ 
Commons. 

On  the  formation  of  the  Royal  Jennerian  Society,  Dr.  Jenner, 
by  letter,  expressed  a wish  that  characters,  so  illustrious  in  the  pro- 
fession, as  the  advocates  of  vaccination  in  St.  Thomas’s  Hospital, 
(terming  them  stars  (ff  the  first  magnitude,)  might  unite  in  the 
association  j and  he  soon  saw  the  benign  rays  of  professional  sci- 
ence, to  the  enlightening  of  the  world  to  its  good,  beam  forth  from 
the  rising  orb.  The  most  exalted  rank,  the  most  eminent  talent, 
the  most  efficient  philanthropy,  gathered  around  it  at  home  j and 
the  nations  abroad  admired  and  acknowledged  its  excellence. 

A traveller  through  every  country  of  Europe,  the  Count 
Lasteyrie,  of  Paris,  a great  supporter,  in  France,  of  Vaccination, 
of  the  Lancasterian  System  of  Education,  and  of  various  other  phi- 
lanthropic institutions,  on  being  elected  an  Honorary  Member,  in 
a letter  of  reconnoisance  to  our  President,  the  Duke  of  Bedford, 
well  observed,  on  its  general  and  powerful  influence  in  the  world, 
that  its  establishment  had  formed  an  era  in  the  annals  of  Humanity. 

Much  of  the  last  Annual  Report,  prepared  for 
every  Governor  by  the  Managers,  had  retrospective 
reference  to  the  extensive  services  rendered  to  hu- 
manity by  the  Institution,  in  different  parts  of  the

•|naTth.  The  accession  of  new  members,  from  vari- 
iius  quarters,  encouragingly  shows  that  their  exer- 
iions,  in  effecting  such  happy  results,  are  duly  ap- 
arcciated  by  characters,  whose  names  on  the  roll  of 
iheir  supporters  stamp  a dignity  on  their  proceed- 
igs,  and  afford  an  encouraging  example  to  those 
Nvho  yet  hesitate. 


In  reporting  progress  this  year,  then,  the  Managers  have  simply 

§3  record  numbers,  and  to  lay  before  the  Governors  extracts  of 
Dme  of  the  acknowledgments  of  the  multitudinous  Correspond- 
nts  of  the  Institution.  They  cannot,  however,  forego  the  renewal 
if  f that  patriotic  pleasure  which  they  feel  in  reminding  the  Gover- 
icors  how  high  our  country  has  always  stood  in  the  scale  of  nations,  as 
lultivators  of  science  and  of  all  the  arts  of  civilized  life ; and  if,  while

mccording  to  a favourite  ballad  of  Charles  II.  when  in  sober  mood, 
they  may  also  indulge  themselves  in  a grateful  renewal  of  their  ac- 
knowledgments of  the  philanthropy  of  a late  Prime  Minister  of 
)Bur  so  highly  elevated  country. 

The  land  we  live  in  is  peculiarly  distinguished  in  the  annals  of 
the  middle  and  the  later  ages.  Previous  to  these,  our  remotest 
’.ancestry  may,  under  the  Druids,  have  exercised  revolting  rites  in 
Iheir  gloomy  forests — may  have  been  heard  of,  in  the  civilized 
rcegions  of  the  earth,  as  a nation  of  painted  savages,  only  worthy 
3Df  being  visited  by  them  for  the  sake  of  their  traffic  in  tin.  Tem- 
!/6ora  mulantur,  el  nos  mutamur  in  illis — How  the  times  are 
;;hanged ! The  immortal  Alfred  established  regulations,  laying 
c;harges  on,  and  giving  rights  to,  the  people,  which  lifted  them  up 
CO  a more  elevated  station  in  the  social  compact  than  had  ever  yet 
)oeen  attained  among  the  nations  of  antiquity,  however  boastful  of 
tltheir  superiority  over  ‘ the  Barbarians.’  From  England,  where 
iiindividual  rights  have  ever  proved  the  best  stimuli  to  individual 
eexerlions,  rays  of  science  have  beamed  on  the  nations  which  have, 
titill  then,  lain  in  darkness  unpenetrated,  tlirough  every  age. 

‘ Nature  ami  Nature’s  laws  lay  hid  in  night — 

God  said,  Let  Newton  be ! and  all  was  light’ — 


sSang  Pope  ('  the  Swan  of  the  Thames’). 

Harvey  had  previously  discovered  the  course  of  the  vital  stream 
idn  the  human  subject. 

The  laws  of  organic  life  lay  hid  under  an  impenetrable  veil, 
i through  every  age,  till  first  revealed  by  Dr.  William  Harvey,  a 
rnative  of  Kent,  who,  in  the  seventeenth  century,  made  the  im- 
portant discovery  of  the  circulation  of  the  blood  j whereby  the 
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mean  was  first  obtained  of  forming  any  thing  like  a rational  con- 
jecture on  the  economy  of  animal  life,  and  whereby  the  economy 
of  vegetable  life  has  also  become  approachable. 

Till  then,  all  the  doctrines  of  physiology  must  have  been  merely 
conjectural.  The  never-to-be-fathomed  laws  of  organic  life,  mar- 
vellous as  they  appear,  in  our  attempts  to  comprehend  them,  must, 
before  the  discovery  of  Harvey,  notwithstanding  the  approaches  of 
the  Italian  anatomists  Cesalpinus  and  Columbus,  and  of  the  Spa- 
nish physician  Servetus,  who  suffered  martyrdom  under  the  French 
reformer  Calvin,  at  Geneva,  have  been  altogether  unapproachable. 

‘ Newton,’  says  the  late  Dr.  Lettsom,  in  his  oration  to  the  Me- 
dical Society  of  London,  'weighed  the  globe  in  the  scale  of  gra- 
vitation ; Harvey  explained  to  man  the  laws  of  his  existence;  but 
to  Jenner  was  devolved  the  power  of  preserving  that  existence.’ 

When  the  Prime  Minister  of  the  British  empire,  the  late  Earl 
of  Liverpool,  could  see  the  carrying  on  the  war  against  that 
enemy  (the  smallpox)  whicjh  harassed  and  lessened  the  numbers 
of  the  human  race  in  tlie  countries  of  the  old  world  during  twelve 
centuries,  and,  by  the  discoveries  of  the  Europeans,  desolated,  with 
still  more  certainty,  the  unknown  regions  as  they  opened  to 
our  view,  so  as  to  render  it  incumbent  on  Parliament  to  de- 
fend the  people  against  its  future  unremitting  attacks,  he  indivi- 
dually came  forward  with  a liberal  subscription,  and  very  animating 
encouragement  of  our  popular  institution.  His  Lordship  conde- 
scended, even,  to  address  a pleasing  and  gratifying  note  to  our 
worthy  Registrar,  Dr.  Johnstone,  in  which  his  Lordship,  after  eulo- 
gizing the  economical  management  of  our  affairs,  stated,  as  his 
opinion,  that  no  society  in  the  country  effected  so  much  good, 
with  limited  means,  as  the  London  Vaccine  Institution. 
This,  coming  from  so  benevolent  a nobleman  as  the  late  Earl  of 
Liverpool,  the  Managers  consider  as  the  highest  praise  that 
could  be  bestowed ; for  his  Lordship  spoke  not  from  mere  hearsay, 
but  from  actual  experience,  there  being  but  few  charitable  institu- 
tions in  the  kingdom  that  have  not,  more  or  less,  felt  tlie  influence 
of  his  unbounded  beneficence. 

To  have  passed  silently  over  the  afflicting  event  of  his  Lordship’s 
demise,  would  have  displayed  an  apathy  unworthy  of  a philanthro- 
pic association.  The  Managers,  however,  can  but  faintly  express 
the  obligations  which  the  Society  owes  to  his  Lordship,  and,  in 
lamenting  the  loss  of  their  great  patron,  they  only  feebly  echo  the 
feelings  of  regret  of  the  hundreds  who  have  partaken  of  his  Lord- 
ship’s bounty  ; for  to  him  the  heavenly  task  was  confided  of  acting 
as  a husband  to  the  widow,  and  as  a father  to  the  fatherless ; to 
him  the  pleasure  of  rescuing  from  misery  and  want  the  latter  days 
of  the  aged  and  unfortunate ; to  him  the  happiness  of  being  one  of 
the  earliest  and  most  strenuous  supporters  of  the  distribution  of  the 
Holy  Scriptures  to  the  poor ; and  we  may  add  last,  not  least,  to 
him  the  honour  of  being  one  of  the  primitive  promoters  of  the 


ildessed  discovery  of  vaccination.  For  his  Lordship’s  services  in  our 
eehalf,  we  could  not  forego  this  occasion  of  offering  our  grateful 
sstimonials  j and  we  conclude  with  a fervent  hope  that  other 
icoblemen  and  gentlemen  will  follow  the  bright  example  of  his 
/.ordship,  who  generously  subscribed  5l.  5s.  per  annum  to  our  In- 
li-itution,  and  gave  a stiU  more  convincing  proof  of  his  sincerity  in 
!ae  cause,  by  devoting  his  valuable  time  to  write  to  us,  animgting 
is  in  our  unceasing  exertions  in  behalf  of  suffering  humanity.

Besides  the  multitudes  protected  from  small-pox  by  the  Institution,  many,  supposed  to  il 
have  been  vaccinated,  or  fancying  themselves  to  have  bad  the  siuall-pox,  repair  to  the 
stations  to  be  tested  or  tried  by  vaccination.  Simpson  Payne,  an  adult,  under  consider- 
able alarm,  was  in  this  way  lately  assured  of  his  safety  by  being  found  insusceptible  of 
more  than  a mere  local  effect  at  the  place  of  inserting  vaccine  ichor  on  his  arm.  He  \ 
stated  the  cause  of  his  alarm  to  be  as  follows.  His  uncle,  Mr.  G.  Payne,  butcher,  Chesham, 
Bucks,  who  had  the  small-pox  when  young,  died  of  the  same  last  year.  Also  Mr.  Gomine, 
carpenter,  of  the  same  place,  who  made  the  coffin  for  Mr.  Payne,  caught  (he  disease,  and 
had  it  very  bad,  although  be  had  been  infected  by  it  when  a fad.  He  however  recovered.

The  Virus  on  Glasses  is  always  carefully  inclosed  in  several 
folds  of  thin  sheet  lead,  to  preserve  it  from  the  action  of  the  air 
and  to  keep  it  as  cool  as  possible ; yet,  (when  not  rendered 
effete  through  the  length  of  time  it  may  be  upon  the  voyage  and 
the  intense  heat  of  the  climate),  the  vaccine  ^chor  being  hard- 
ened between  the  glasses,  it  will  be  necessary  to  dip  the  point 
of  the  lancet  in  cold  water,  to  moisten  the  indurated  matter, 
before  it  is  applied  to  the  arras  of  the  patient. 

On  Ivory  Points. — The  Ivory  Points  are  also  inclosed  in  se- 
veral folds  of  thin  sheet  lead.  They  are  applied  to  the  arms  of 
the  patient  by  perforating  the  cuticle  with  a lancet,  then  applying 
the  Ivory  Points  to  the  perforated  places.  The  moisture  un- 
avoidably exuding  will  sufficiently  soften  the  matter  applied. 

On  Threads,  the  mode  is,  to  make  the  slightest  incision  of 
the  cuticle,  to  lay  a portion  of  the  thread  in,  or  over,  such  su- 
|>erticial  incision,  then  binding  it  on  the  arm,  or  placing  a piece 
of  court  or  black  sticking-plaster  over  the  thread,  which  is  to 
remain  on  till  the  virus  produces  the  desired  effect. 

Cnists. — While  in  the  smallpox  vesicle,  as  in  an  ordinary  blis- 
ter, a single  puncture  lets  out  the  contained  fluid  ; the  vaccine 
pock,  cellular  in  its  structure,  needs  many  punctures,  or  rather 
breaking  down  by  incisions,-  with  the  lancet,  to  obtain  the 
guardian  matter  in  that  abundance  which  the  daily  calls  on  the 
Institutions  require.  The  vaccine  pock  is  similar  to  the  vitreous 
humour  occupying  the  largest  portion  of  the  chamber  of  the 
eye.  It  is  a compages  of  vessels  with  their  contained  fluid. 
The  aqueous  humour  of  the  eye  escapes  by  a single  puncture, 
like  the  virus  of  the  variolous  pock.  Hence  the  indurated  pock, 
the  scab  or  crust  of  the  vaccine  pock,  contains  the  dried  matter 
in  its  cells,  which,  being  broken  down,  and  moistened  with  the 
wetted  point  of  the  lancet,  has  been  found  eftective  in  hot  cli- 
mates when  attempts  to  preserve  the  vaccine  ichor  in  other 
forms  have  failed.  The  crusts  or  scabs  we  have  been  able  to 
collect  in  this  country,  we  learn,  by  letters  from  the  West 
Indies,  have  withstood  the  heat  of  their  vertical  sun,  and  spread 
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protection  through  the  plantations.
